Prophetic Utterances of 
Hon. C. G. 


Williams, In a Memorial Address 


Over Garfield's Death. 


On September 26, 1881, when the 


nation was in mourning on account 
cf the tragic death of President Oar- 
field, the late Hon. C..G. Williams 
delivered a memorial 
address 
In 


Janesvlllc. 
Attention has been call- 


ed to this address by Mr. William's 
daughter. Mrs. Carfpboll of South Da- 
kota, and The Gazette Is pleased to 
reproduce a part of It. that deals with 
the press and yellow Journalism. 
In 


the light of recent events tho ut- 
terances seem prophetic 
The refor- 


mation .urged by Mr. Williams has 
not yet been accomplished and- anoth- 
er sad lesson has again called atten- 
tion to the evil. 
Mr. Williams said 


In part: 


"Beside the telegraph and the steam 


car stands the American press. How 
potent'for good. 
How powerful for 


evil.' 
Whoever mingles much with 


American journalists will ,flnd them 
as « class gentlemen of culture and 
character. " Their responsible 
and 


hard-worked correspondents In 
tae 


great cities arc as a rule men of In- 
dustry, sobriety and worth. Their re- 
porters, who are compelled to take 
Items on the wing, and .deal largely 
In rumor and gossip, generally have 
a soft slue to their nature and reject 
far more cruel things than they re- 
cord. 
So tho country press In almost 


every neighborhood, as a rule sup- 
presses more bitterness than It en- 
courages. 
It It not from any of 


these the -danger comes. , 


"It Is the spawn of journalism that 


Is the calamity and curse of the earth. 
It Is tho men devoid of. character and 
truth, and who glory In the fact, who 
lurk In ambush and over anonymous 
titles stab by Inuendo; It Is these who 
Infest society and poison all the air 
•with their sleepless venom, and It Is 
from an atmosphere .like this 
that 


Gulteau's bullet came. 
if tho death 


of one. even so great ns-Garflcld can 
create a "public sentiment which shall 
demand that whoever attacks another 
personally In the public press shall 
do It over his,own signature, that all 
may see who the assailed and assail-, 
nnt are; then even Garflcld did not 
t'le In vain. 


"On the contrary, I believe If he 


could look back from his bright abode 
and feel that his had been accomplish- 
ed; no one more than he would ap- 
preciate tho legacy which his mar- 
tyrdom had left to mankind. Repub- 
lican Institutions are Impossible with- 
out an unshackled press.

public position should not only ex- 
pect, but should Invite tho closest 
criticism and scrunlty of tholr ovory 
act. • But malice Is 'not

and cowardly assassination, whether

vaded Zululand and raided cattle be- 
longing to the natives. 


The burghers then offered to return 


the cattle If the chief would undertake 
not to defend the border against the 
Boers. The Chief replied that he would 
remain true to his king. 


Botha's move on the "border, says the 


correspondent, was clever, and enabled 
him to strike a point a long dlstaticc 
from any railway. Now, however, his 
only alternatives are the Invasion ot 
Zululand or a rapid retreat along Its 
northeast frontier. 


The war office has received the fol- 
' lowing dispatch from Lord Kitchener, 
dated Pretoria: 


"Since September 23 twenty-seven 


Boers have been 
killed, twenty-four 


wounded, 274 prisoners have been 
taken, and forty-eight 
have surren- 


dered. • In addition to the above tho 
prisoners taken In the attack on Fort 
Itala, Zululand, on September 26 state 
that they saw sixty Boers burled In the 
enemy's laager." 


This apparently docs not confirm-the 


reports In some London papers In the 
morning that private 
advices 
from 


Ladysmlth were to the effect that 305 
Boers were killed in the fight at Fort 
Itala.

sentenced the Russian Prince, Victor 
Naknciildzc. who was banished from 
Italy as a nihilist and a dangerous an- 
archist, and who was rearrcstcd on his 
return n few days ago, to twenty days' 
Imprisonment. The Prince claims to be 
a Ipgltlmate pretender to the Russian 
throne. He was expelled from Franco 
in 1886. for making bombs, and was 
condemned to death In Russia In 1887 
for plotting to kill the Czar. It has 
been reported that the Prince Is in the 
last stage of consumption and that 
when he was arrested he asked to be 
allowed to die In peace. The court Im- 
posed the sentence on the ground that 
he was a. dangerous anarchist.

burled at Janesvllle. WIs., on Mon- 
day, Sept. IGth, 1901. 
Mr. Parker 


was married to Angelina Matts 
at 


Grand Rapids, Mich;. In 1881. 
In 


1882 
he and his wife moved to Chi- 


cago where t'.iey resided until the 
time of his death. 


Mr. Parker enlisted early In the 


war In Co. "M.", 2nd Rcgt. Wisconsin 
Cav. Vols. and was mustered Into the 
service November 28th, 1861, and was 
honorably discharged 
at 
Memphis, 


Tennessee, on February 28th, 1863, 
on surgeon's certificate of disability. 


For several years after "tie left tho 


army ho was In tho employ of the 
BrunswIuk-Balke-CoUender 
'.Co., 
a 


well known house of Chicago. 
Then 


for some seven years -ne was connect- 
ed with the 
Chicago City Railway 


Co.. and was with this company up 
to 189,r>, when bodily ailments com- 
pelled him to retire. 


Mr. Parker 
contracted 
diseases 


while In tho army which wero for the 
most of Uie time latent, yet they from 
time to tlmo wero troublesome 
so 


that he was obliged to consult physic- 
ians and use 
remedies each year. 


About 1894 these diseases developed 
to such an extent as to frequently 
prostrate him, and In 1895 ho became 
eo enfcobeled as to be unnblo to con- 
tinue longer In active work. 


In 1896 Mr. Parker became so re- 


duced In health as to he compelled to 
"give up" and thereafter he was con- 
fined to his bed and room, constantly 
under tno care of doctors. 


In 1897 he became cognizant of tho 


fnct that ho must die, but he was rec- 
onciled and suffered patiently, while 
the skill of physicians warded off 
the attacks of death up to tho last 


More credit must be awarded to 


tho loyalty, patience, and untiring de- 
votion of his bravo and faithful wife, 
than to the skillful services of tho 
physicians, In prolonging tho life of 
Mr. Parker during those many months 
of suffering. 


His noblo wife clung tenderly to 


him with all tho potency of that love 
which Is exemplified and known only 
In worthy womanhood. 


In 'his last year Mr..Parker embrac- 


ed tho truth of the Christian religion 
and died peacefully In those assur- 
ances promised unto those who ac- 
cept Christ as thnlr 
Saviour and 


cast their burdens up on him. 


His funeral occurred on Sunday af- 


ternoon. September Ifith. 1901, at his 
Into residence, 5705 State street, Chi- 
cago. 
Hnny friends gathered about 


the casket and placed upon It floral 
tokens of sincerity, peace and hope. 
The Rev. M. Reuben Flemmlns. of 
Chicago, conducted the services. 


For several years Mr. Parker lived 


In .TancHvllIc, Wisconsin, and many 
of the older citizens hero may remem- 
ber him. 
He was also well and fa- 


vorably known In Whitewater, also 
In Belolt and In other places In South- 
ern Wisconsin. 


His many friends in Chicago know 


Mr. Parker as an exemplary husband 
and a good man.
